LONDON, Oct. 13—The latest #c- 
counts of the disaster to the steamship 
Volturno burned and abandoned in 
mid-ocean on Friday morning, con- 
firm the reports that the loss of life 
will be limited to about one hundred 
and thirty-six. The Carmania, first 
of the rescuing ships to reach the 
burning steamer, arrived off Queens- 
town this morning but owing to the 
gale proceeded direct to Fishguard, 
where she is due to arrive at eleven 
a.m. 

A graphic story by the sofitary sur- 
vivor aboard the Carmania was re- 
«ceived by wireless and presents 4 
terrible picture of the horror, the 
panic and confusion aboard the burn- 
ing liner. Walter Trintepohl, a. Ger- 
mai), who tells the story, however, is 
clearly. suffering from the stress of 
iliness and awful experiences and his 
mory'te: too. incoherent to be accepted 
in every detail. Most important, if 
true, is his denial that two boats got 
away from the Voiturno. 


Captain Last to Leave Ship. 


According to other accounts, Cap- 
tein Inch was the last to leave his 


vessel, which was still burning late 
Friday night, and was «a danger to 
navigation. 

Forty of the one hundred and 


thirty-six persons lost from the steam- 
ship Volturno in mid-ocean were In 
the two boats which succeeded in get- 
ting away from the burning vessel, 
and which without doubt, were 
swamped. The majority of the other 
victims lost their lives when the boats 
were smashed against the steamer'’s 
sides in an attempt to launch them. 
All this occurred before the arrival of 
the Carmania and the other liners 
summoned by wireless calls for help.

Speaks in t With 
Churchill's Speech

DUBLIN, Oct. 12—(Special Cable to 
W.A.P.)—Fifty thousand people at- 
tended a Home Rule demonstration at 
Limerick today when John Redmond 
expressed agreement with the speech 
delivered by the Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill at Dundee last week, except 
the important clause regarding the 
separation of Ulster, min 

Home Rule offered no serious dan- 
get to Ulster, he said, and Home Rule 
must ultimately triumph. Britishers 
having made up their mind to accord 
this measure of self government to 
Ireland, they were not ready to sub- 
mit to the insolent threats of the Car- 
sonites. To stand firm against them 
would bare a political earthquake, A 
Home Rule parliament would exist be- 
fore the next general election took 
place. 

As to the suggestions for a repeal 
of the measure, Mr. Redmond spoke 
threateningly regarding the prospects 
of the result of a violation of a na- 
tional treaty. He described Ulster's 
warlike preparations a6 “Price rais- 
ing” tactics and said those who were 
responsible for them were obviously 
rebels. 

Mr. Redmond = endorsed Mr. 
Churchill's declaration that there must 
not be any limits to efforts-—save a 
betrayal of the principle of Home 
Rule--to concessions which would se- 
cure an absolutely united Ireland, The 
separation proposals that had been 
made, however, were totally imprac- 
ticable, unworkable, irresponsible, in- 
tolerable and had been put forward 
simply 4% @ Dilan to wreek Hone 
Rule.

Names of Those on Board Primrose Re- 
ported Foundered on Northern Lake are 
Not Known in City—Hudson’s Bay Co's 
District Offices Still Hope to Hear of 
Safety of Tug. 


The Hudson's Bay Company's tug, ‘‘Primrose,'’ which plys 
on Lake Athabasca, between Fort Chipewyan and Fond Du Lac 
and also on the Slave River ,s reported to be missing, and’ is be- 
lieved to have foundered and all on board, said to be sixteen, 
drowned. 

The Primrose left Fort Chipewyan for Fond Du Lac on or 
about September 17th, with two scows attached, laden with sup- 
plies. The round trip to Fond Du Lac usually takes four days, or 
a week at most, but although twenty-five days have elapsed 
nothing has been heard of the tug since, and the worst is feared. 

The names of those on board are not known in the city. A 
party from Fort Chipewyan is expected to arrive at Athabasca 
this week, and additional details will then be forthcoming.
